Declaring that “we are making 
history in insect pest control in 
Southern California”, Charles 
Hayward, county agriculture in- 
spector, told the Upland Lions 
club yesterday that Southern Cal- 
ifornia leads the nation in work- 
ing out pest problems, j 

Citing several cases in which 
speedy solutions have been reach- 
ed, Mr. Hayward explained in de- 
tail how the mealy bug is now 
being exterminated by the crypto- 
laemus—lady bug beetle. Five 
thousand of these black beetles 
with yellow heads have been re- 
leased in this area. A total of 
250,000 of these predator beetles 
will be released eventually, the 
speaker pointed out. 

He praised E. C. Rosenberger 
and Earl H. Johnson for their ef-

Mr. Hayward also told of the 
efforts that are being made on 
to destroy the Oriental fruit moth, 
an insect which is becoming a 
great menace to deciduous fruit 
trees in Southern California.
